Protesters denounce Reagan and Thatcher

LONDON — About 10,000 people staged a 
sit-down protest outside the U.S. embassy in 
London on Saturday, denouncing U.S. Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan and British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher as terrorists. 


The crowd cheered as an Ame- 
rican flag was burned. 

The peaceful demonstration 
was one of several across Britain 
organised by the Campai^ for 
N^ear Disarmament (CND) to 
protest the U.S. bombing raid on 
Lfoya and the use of Brit^-based 
U.S. waifrianes in the (^ratioo. 

fo Scotland, police said 11 pro- 
testers were arrested outside the 
Royal Navy nuclear submarine 
base at Fadane on die River 
Clyde. They were chafed witii 
varoalism for allegedly cutting the 
perimeter fence and later rel- 
eased. 

Across the street fiom the U.S. 
eodTasqr, the normally tranquil 
and eluant Grosvenor Square 
was jammed with protesters, some 
chanting “Thayer, Reagan, 
C3A, how many kids have mu kil- 
led today?" and odiers holding 
baoneis prodaiming ‘'Reagan — 


the woild’s worst terrorist,” and 
“U.S. bases out.” 

“We sinqily wish to register 
massive public disgust at the bom- 
bing of Lfoya,” said Monsignor 
Bruce Keut, vice-chairman of the 
CND. ‘Tfs no way to solve the 
world's problems by state ter- 
rorism.” 

Scotland Yard estimated the 
crowd outside the embas^ at 
10,000 people. 

Hundreds of letters protesting 
the air strike and demanding the 
closure of U.S. bases in Britain 
were collected at the dem- 
onstration and will be sent to the 
White House, a CND ^keman 
said. 

Diane R;^en of San Fiandsoo 
was among several dozen people 
standing by a in Ciosvenor 
Square that said “embarrassed 
Americans gather here.”

U.S. embassy receives 
AUB librarian’s body 

Britons prepare to leave Beirut 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — U.S. 
embassy officials were handed the 
body oo Saturday of American 
hostage Peter Kilbum, found shot 
dead in mountains east of here, as 
; -Britons in west Beirut made plans 
i to leave. 

Kilbum, one of six Americans 
micsing in Lebanon, and two kid- 
napped British teachers were app- 
arently lolled in revenge for Tne- 
sday*s U.S. air raid on Libya in 
which British-based bombers took 
part. Iheir bodies were found two 
days ago. 

A 60-year-old librarian at the 
American University of Beirut 
(AUB), Kilburn was Idduqiped in 
December 1984. His abduction 
was daimed at the Islamic Jihad 
(holy war) group. 

An AUB student said about 10 
U.S. and British teachers at the 
oniversity had locked themselves 
in their sqiartments after slogans 
of “Death to America, deadi to 
Britain” scribbled in Arabic were 
found on blackboards in cla- 
ssrooms. 

“Th^ will not open doors even 
to talk to stndents,” she said. 


The British embassy was in con- 
tact with about 50 Britous in west 
Beirut awaiting word of a possible 
evacuation. A U.S. d^lomat said 
there were no plans at this stage to 
evacuate the handfiil of Ame- 
ricans re maining m tile western 
sector of the city. 

The Lebanese Red Cross said 
sn^rs observed a midnight cea- 
sefire to allow the trao^rt of 
IQbum's body to east Beirut, 
v4iere U.S. embassy officials ide- 
Dtified bOQa 

The gons fell sileat as the hearse 
carrying Kilbura’s body crossed 
the dividing green line, escorted 
carloads of Red Ooss workers. 
Red Cross qmkesmen said at 
least two U.S. embassy officials 
were waiting at Hotel Dieu hos- 
pital m east Beirut when the cor- 
pse arrived there. 

An en^as^ official told the 
Voice of Lebanon radio station 
the embassy was “reasonably 
sure” the body was that of Obum 
and it would be sent to his next of 
kin in the United States.

Chances 
seen dim 
for special 
Arab 
summit 

TUNIS (AP) — .*Vrab League Sec- 
retary General Chadli Kllbi am- 
tinu^ his consultations with Arab 
leaders on Saturday, but it app- 
eared increasingly unlikely thai 
the special Arab summit sought by 
Lfoya utiuld be held anytime 
soon, Arab sources said. 

Following the American air an- 
acks on Tripoli and Benghazi early 
Tuesday. Libya asked for a special 
meeting of Arab heads of state to 
discuss the situation. 

! League sources said Mr. Klibi 
wascontinumg his‘'intcnsive con- 
sultations'' wmi Arab foreign min- 
isters and heads of state in an eff- 
ort to overcome a number of obs- 
tacles to the meeting and was loo- 
king for a compromise on the que-. 
stioQ of the agenda. 

Odier dqilomatic sources said 
there appeared to be two opposing 
canqis. One involved countries led 
by Saudi Arabia which wants the 
summit to take up all aggression 
against the Arabs, including the 
Iran-Iraqwar. theodierincluding 
L2^a and Syria, who wamto inc- 
lude only “the .American agg- 
ression against Libya." 

To these problems were added a 
few others, among which were 
' Syria's refusal to attend a summit 
that also would include Palestine 
Uberatkin Organisatiou (PLO) 
leader Yasser Arafat. 

The sources also said some cou- 
ntries were “dragging their feet” 
so as not to be forced to throw 
their support behind Libyan lea- 
der Muammar Qadhafi. oth- 
ers who do not want to deal with a 
“hot*' problem immediately and 
be forced to make an ./licit con- 
demnation of the United States. 

League sources did not attempt 
to hide the fact that there were 
serious problems and indicated 
that while a summit remained a 
pos^fliOr, it seemed very unlfitely 
in the present dqilomatic climate. 
Reuter adds from Kuwait: Kuwait 
reiterated on Saturday its rea- 
diness to attend an Arab summit 
sought by Libya, but .said its age- 
nda should include all dev- 
'elopments in the Arab World. 

“We are for a summit once its 
venue and date are agreed. But we 
feel all developments in the Arab 
World should be examined.'* Rir- 
eign Minis ter Sheikh Sabah .Al 
Ahmad Al Sabah said. 

Dpiomatic sources said the 
minister was apparently refer ring 
to Kuwait’s desire to include the 
Iran-Iraq-war in the discussions — 
an issue which has previously del- 
ayed the convening of a meeting ol 
Arab leaders. 


TRIPOLI (Agencies) — Several 
hundred forei^ers left by normal 
commerda] f^bts on Saturday- 
and many Libyans returned to 
woik for the first time since the 
U.S. air raid on Thesday. 

At least (me foreign airline. 
West Germany's Lufthansa, 
added a ^lecial flight, but dip- 
lomats said no extraordinary mea- 
sures had been taken to evacuate 
foreign residents. 

Most scheduled commercial 
flints were operating for the first 
time since the raid shut Tr^li 
aiiport 

Most shc^ were open and sh- 
eets were friler than at any time 
since the raid, in whk^ Libya said 
97 people were killed and 93 were 

wonnded. 

Residrats were seen takmg 
paint off car headlights, applied to 
dun li^ts as a precaution against 
further raids. They said many 
people who left after the raid bad 
returned to resume woilc. 


A Tripoli Radio commentaiy 
dismissed foreign news reports (rf 
unrest and said fore%n residents 
were in no danger.

Oteiba: OPEC accord unlikely in Geneva 


GENEVA (AP) — A key Arab ofl 
minister said on Saturday that the 
Oiganisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Goentries (OPEC) was unl- 
ikely to agree until summer on 
measures to reverse the oil market 
collapse. 

Saeed Oteiba of die Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates made the 
comment shortly before oQ min- 
isters from the 13 members of the 
OPTC opened a fifdi day of n^- 
otiations. 

“Yon can’t emect very much 
here. Maybe in June” the group 
wfll be able to readi ^reemeot 
Mr. Oteiba said, referring to. 
OPECs next scheduled con- 
feieoce June 25 on the Yugoslav 
island of BriooL 

Without an OPEC aooord on 
cutting ofl producticMi this spring, 
oS prices would be eiq>ected to 
remain around $12 to $15 a barrel 
or slide even further, perhaps 


below $10, indusby analysts say. 

OPECs talks; which bqgw 
T\iesday, were so bogged efo^ 
that die ^ ministeis met only bri- ' 
efiy Thursday and Friday. 

A Saturday morning session 
was cancelled to gjve die group's 
tt^nirai expetls morc time to 
work 00 proposals for an OPEC 
production ceiling. The ministets 
said as they arrhred for an aft- 
ernoon sestem the^ would review 
the proposals, which were des- 
igm to pu^ iq> ofl prices 1^ bii- 
ogiDg siindies closer mto line widi 
demand. 

L Aryan Ofl Minister Fawzi Sha- 
ksbuki said he doubted die oou- 
ference ooold finish its work bef- 
ore Sunday and that be could not 
predict the outcome.

U.N. envoy says Afghan 
talks are in decisive stage 


ISLAMABAD (IQ — Pakistani 
ofiposition leader Bhutto 

oo Saturday she wanted new 
elections by this autumn to replace 
the national assembly elected last 
year imder martial law. 

Miss Bhutto, who has drawn 
hundreds of thoiKamfa of sup- 
porters to her rallies for new polk, 
said she was sure there wooid be 
an eleeticm and Genera] Moh- 
ammad Zia UI Haq would resign 
this year. 

Fresidoit Zia and Prime Min- 
ister Mbhanunad Khan Junejo 
have both rejected her calls for 
immediate polls open to ajlparties 
before die next elections sdi- 
eduled for 1990. Parlies were 
banned fiom the 1985 general 
electkms. 

“Zia will gp. There wfll be ele- 
ctions ” Nfiss Bhutto, whose slo- 
gan at mass rallies since leuira 
fiom estile on April 10 has been 
“Zk must go, Zia must go,” told 
newsmen bm. 

Asked wiMther die meant tiiis 
year, she relied: “It is ino 
ODceivable for me to wait even 
nntfl 1987."

UNIFIL, comprising some 
5.,825 men from nine oountries. 
cannot deploy np to the 
Lebanon-Israel border due to a 
seU-piDclairaed "securily zone" 
establisl^^y ls^l when it wit- 
hdrew the Ixuk of its troops from 
Lebanon last June. • 

Countries providing troops are 
Fiji, Finland, France, Ghana, Ire- 
land. Italy, Nepal, Norway and 
Sweden. 

The Soviet vote in fovoor of 
renewal, and a dedsion to con- 
tribute financially to the ope- 
ration, came after a recent visit to 
Moscow by a Lebanese par-

Some Western diplomats in 
Moscow interpreted the move as 
reflecting a desire by the Kielmin 
to enhance its image in the .Middle 
East.

Tunisia maintains silence

TUNIS (R) — Tunisia’s refusal to 
join a ctorus of Arab oon- 
deomatioa of the U.S. air raid on 
Libya underlines traditionally 
dose ties witii Washington deqnte 
I recent strains, diplomatic sources 
said Saturday.

Cbnsulting office for women suggests 
amendments to Arab civil status law

AMMAN — A woman’s ri^ts as 
a wife, mother, or divorcee, is one 
(rf the tt^ics under discussion in an 
amendment to a unified Arab civil 
status draft law. Miss RfiiatiQad-. 
unu, an active lawyer and a legal . 
comuhant tot dm Business and 
Professional Women’s Qub Con- 
sulting Office Ipr Women, says 
that the crril statos law is bei^ 
amended in order to keep up with 
modem developments and pro-' 
bleins. She told the Jordan TioMs 
that Arab justice -ministeis dec-' 
ided to'nnife the law in all Arab 
countries dining a ccmfereDce held 
in Rabat, Morocco, in 1970. 

Miss Qadumi explains some 
womea’s r^ts under the inesent 
Jordanian civil status law and Isl- 
antitt SharTa concerning desertion 
and divoroe. She says: “There is a 
common miscoiic q itio n that a 
woman cannot divorce her hus- 
band. There are .several reasons 
given in Sharfa law where a 
woman can ask for divorce: If the 
husband is sexually inqxitent or 
has p^diological disordets, if he 
deserts her and dbawmars fi>r at. 


‘least one year, if be does not sup- 
port her 'financially (even if she 
TOiks), if be is senteoced or iiiq>- 
risoned for three years, if he 
appears in wars or natural dis- 
asters for four years or if he com-

IN a bid to bcacGt zrom Pope John PauPs visit to the Jewish syn- 
agogue in Rome Israel has embarked on a v.idc-rangin£ campaign 
that aims at railyiQg furthcj support for Israel in Europe. The Israeli 
campaign ts tiying to prosuct the visit as a show of support for Israel, 
and linked wito ^»in'.s recent esiablishmcot of diplomatic relatiODS 
widi Israel. Through the campaign. Israel is openly demanding the 
Vatican to officially Kcognise' Lsraci, since the Zionists consider the 
visit as the fust step towards such reeo^itioc, and that the dipiomatic 
ties with ^tn had paved the way for the Pope's step. This ushers in 
an Israeli drive to politicise ihz Jewish and Christian religions based 
on the assumption that a Ca±olic Spain hse influenced the Pope’s 
visit or vice versa, aiming to create a Jewisb-Christian piotitical all- 
iance that can lend nece.'^saTy support for Israel. This move cra- 
stituted also an Israeli reply to the on-going Islamic-Ouistian dia- 
logue since it considered !t ^ a danger to tbe presence of the Jewish 
state in Palestine, and to Israel'.^ ambitions in other Arab oountiies' 
lands. Had the Arabs been more united, all these deveiopmenis 
oould not have taken place aad Israel would not have been allowed to 
pursue iLs dreams in our region. At least the Arabs can unify their 
positions at present ;md den^and an explanation from the Vatican 
about the visit. 

Al DiLstoiir: Evil alliance: Israel and U.S. 


THE United States aad Isrdei have reportedly agreed on military 
eoopcRition in the M£diterranea.n. a sign that the two sides are 
determined to pursue the 0 )urse of raifitary action against other 
nations. The agreement came amidst c:)ntinuous campaigns lau- 
nched by Washmgton against others and extremist stands adopted by 
the Reagan administration with disregard to the views of other 
countries. This campaign, .suppiisedly directed against terrorism, has 
intensified to a degree that the c'rJted States has become totally blind 
and unreasonable in its behnvk'mr towards Third World nations in 
general and the .Arab Nation in particular. In the midst of its cam- 
paign the United Stares has obviously lost control over its actions and 
begun to lake unstable positiens that lack reason.

Sunday’s Economic Ptilse

The 5-year-plan projects huge investment but funds are uncertain 


BY NOW. almost two years 
have passed since tbe working 
committee was established and 
charged with the responsibility 
of devising a Five Year Eco- 
nomic and Social Plan for the 
years iyS6-iyyO. 

From lime to time, w- read 
in the newspapers about ins- 
titutioDal and regionaJ sub- 
plans, which ate supposed to be 
components of the Master 
Plan, but we are told diat these 
arc only drafts submitted by 
ministries nrgovemmentai div- 
isions and ore still subject to 
revision and refinement or 
even scrapping if they are not 
realistic. 

So far no official informa tk)o 
has been given at about tbe 
general framework, targets, 
overall size of investments and 


the projections for the budget, 
b^ance of payments, gross nat- 
ional product and public debt 
for the next four years. 

Even those who were chosen 
as member of the “general 
committee" are kept in tbe 
dark . The Ministiy oi Planning 
prefers to save them tro- 
uble, as long as the figures are 
not in a final form. 

At one time we urged the 
goverument to make a plan of 
policies, ratter than the usual, 
programme of investments.- 
We have invested a lot. we arg- 
ued, and it is time to make sure 
that the projects are operating 
properly, before we b^ten to 
invest more, especially when 
such new investments are to be 
financed by external bor- 
rowing. 


The public sector has already 
made huge mvestments. It is 
high time that tbe private sec- 
tor lead the way, leaving the 
government to govern, plan, 
direct and control, instead of 
getting involved in baking 
bread, issuing newspapers, 
running hotels, and producing 
tomato paste. 

Oe^ite the fact that central 
planning is being carried out 
behind closed doors, wiiile reg- 
ional plans are <ti??aisse^ in 
public, observers managed to 
guess that investments wfll be 
in the order of J D 2500 milli on 
is five years, and the growth 
rate wDI range around 6 per 
cent per annum. 

Fore%n analysts may think 
that 6 per cent per annum is too 


hioh a target, compared witii 
tbie 2 to 4 per cent experienced 
by most advanced nations. 
However, they should take into 
account Aut the nanifal (and 
not so natural) population 
growth in Jordan is around 4 
per cent per annum. The 6 per 
cent therefore, is hardly eno- 
ugh to improve per cq^ita inc- 
ome by 2 per cent a y^. 

Based on the experience of 
investments in Joidan in the 
last ten years, tbe targeted 6 
per cent calls for an investment 
as big as J O 2500 m or more in 
five years. 

But we should point out here 
that a major part of our inv- 
estments in the past ten years 
has not been highly productive. 
Much oi it was us^ merely for 
building infrastructure, while 


the other part comprised the 
troubled large scale projects 
which produced a negative ret- 
urn on the investment. 

We do not need to build 
much more inrastnicture. The 
quality of investments, rather 
than quantity, should be gn’cn 
priority when determining the 
use of our limited financial res- 
ources. 

The rate of growth can be 
substantially raised by imp- 
roving the performance of pub- 
lic sector institutions, and thr- 
ough stressing the quali^ of 
future investments. The ap- 
regate amount earmarked tor 
investments is not by itself the 
only, or the best, way for a rea- 
sonable growth , wh^ can cre- 
ate jobs and protect the sta- 


ndard of liviDg. 

In view pf the extended 
delay in tonradat^ the five 
Year Flan, we assooi&tiiat tbe 
decision makers arc running 
mto a crucial pioblMs. 

gness that the problem is whe- 
ther or not the necessary hinds 
will be available from Arab and 
foreign aid. 

Of oourse titere is no way of 
coming up witii a de finite 0 |. 
accurate reply to this important 
question. plamicni will 
nave to make an educated 
guess as tune is running out, 
and very soon the government 
will find itself draf^ the sec- 
ond annual bu<%et without a 
plan to serve as an indicator. 

In ibis uncertain env- 
ironmenu it is better to be on 
the safe side. 


.S. believes attack on Libya 
t affect tees with Arabs

THE U.S. attack on Li*bya has 
provoked a furious public reaction 
in the Middle East but Was- 
hington officiais say they believe 
there will be no longterm effect on 
U.S.-Arab relations. 

Analysts say that Libyan calls 
for Arab economic action against 
the United States seem to have 
fallen on deaf ems and that the oil 
weapon, used with great effect in 
the 1 V70s, has been neutralised by 
plummetting ofl prices. 

Secretary of State George 
Shultz summed up the adra- 
inbtration view last Wednesday 
when be told journalists that pub- 
lic expressions of support for Lib- 
yan leader Vluammar Qadhafi by 
Arab leaders were to be expected. 

But he added: “What they say 
privately is rather different, and I 
think there is a wideqiread sense 
that Qadhafi is a menace to them 
... 1 don’t think there are any ill- 
usions in the Arab World about 
Qadhafi." 

Another ofteial said that pri- 
vately quite a few Arabs were tel- 
ling the United States to carry on 
in its efforts to isolate Qadhafi. 

He said he would not expect a 
big change in L- Ji.-Arab relations. 

“Countries have good relatioQs 
with us for their own interests ~ 
nor because they like us. but for 
oold-blooded reasons of national 
securify." the American official 
added. 

But critics fear the adm- 
inistration's action, widely con- 
demned around the world, will 
force the Arabs to close ranks, 
embarrass America's friends in 
the Middle East and cause themto 
question L7.S. reliability and jud- 
gment. 

' The attack oo Libya, combined 
with UJS. neglect of other vital 
interests in the region, “will pro- 
duce an increasii^ su^kion that 
the United States does ix>t know 
what it wantsor how to get h in the 
Arab World,” Frederick Axe- 
Igard. a research associate at Geo- 
rgetown Universi^s Centre for 
Strategic and Internatioaai Stu- 
dies. said. 

He expressed concern about 
U.S. “distraction" from EgypYs 
econo mk plight and congressional 
efforts to halt planned major U.S. 
arms sales to Saudi Arabia. 

.Axelgard said congressional 


opponents of the Saudi arms sale 
would probably use Saudi public 
statements of support for Libya in 
their campaign — a possibility 
acknowledged by U.S. officials. 

Analysts say a more serious thr- 
eat than Libya is posed by falling 
oil prices that have hh foe eco- 
nomies of ^ypt and other states 
hard and could in turn provoke 
social unrestand an iqrsufge in Isl- 
amic fundamentalism. 

The U.S. air attack came at a 
time when the Middle East peace 
process is in what one senior off- 
icial called a pause. 

Efforts by Jordan and*tbe Pal- 
estine Liberation organisation 
(PLOj on a joint approach to 
peace collapsed earlier thk year 
and no new initiative is under way. 

Critics have charged the adm- 
inistration with tafcmg too passive 
a role in the search for peace and 
believe there is little prospect of 
movement through tbe rest of foe 
Reagan presidency, which ends in 
January 1989. 

Wa '‘‘ngton’s Arab friends, too, 
have frequently called on tbe U.S. 
to take a more dynamic role in 
seeking an Arab-lmel peace and 
have voiced unhappiness with the 
adman istration’s refusal to put 
pressure on Israel. 

But U.S. officials believe U.S. 
pressure on Libya could enc- 
ourage rather than thwart any new 
peace efforts. 

“It is Qadhafi’s Libya who opp- 
oses negotiations for peace in the 
Middle East." Shultz said. 

Experte note that the peace 
process itself has ofteu been tbe 
spbi k for violence as opponents of 
a setdement launch guerrilJa att- 
acks against those who would 
nc^tiate witii Israel. 

LB)ya is one of four states in tbe 
Middle East that Washmgton lists 
as supporting what it calls “int- 
-ematioiial tenorism." The others 
are Syria. Iran and South Yemen. 

Officials see no inconsistency in 
singlnig out Libya for attack, say- 
ing that the other three couotri^ 
have not taigetted Americans rec- 
ently. 

The officials also reject any par- 
allel between tbe U.S. attack and 
IsraeTs“eye for an eje" policy of 
reqmadmg to Palestinian res- 
istance. 

The U.S. response to “repeated 
provocatkms" by Libya bad been 
measured and graduated, an off- 
icial said. 


China faces thorny 
problems of bankruptcy

PEKING — China is ^ppling 
with two Western problems rarely 
acknowledged afnoog Cormnunist 
states — unen^oyme;ft and ban- 
krupt companies ^ as it marches 
^ doTO the long road of “eocmomic 
reform." 

It is making drastic changes to 
its centraJiy-planned economy 
built on the Soviet model as foe 
Co mmunis t Party searches for 
“socialism wi^ Chinese dia- 
racteristics." 

The leadersh^ has decreed foat 
firms should be accountable for' 
dieir own profits and losses and 
workers are no longer guaranteed 
a Job by the state. 

But this has thrown up veiy sen- 
sitive problems of what to do with 
the many of state-owned finns 
chat are in the red and with their 
workers if the oarnpanies are all- 
owed to collapse. 

The o^ial media announced 
last month that a fiictoiy in tbe 
northeast city of Shenyang would 
become the first in China since 
1949 to go bankrupt, because it 
had failed to put its house in order 
after a warning last year. 

Vice Premier Vao YiJin told a 
press conference last week China 
needed a bankruptc)' (aw and said 
such a law was now being drafted. 

The top leaders have issued 
repeated warnings foat the state 
cannot continue to cany the bur- 
den of losses by its firms, put at a 
staggering 27 billion yuan ($S.4 
billon) in the 1986 budget. 

The People's Daily said man-' 
ugers at 2U Peking factories had 


signed five-year contracts with 
taigete for pro^ quality and inn- 
ovation at uieir {Asmts. They face 
riiemksai if there are seiioos [ko- 
ductfon disruptions and demotion 
if die targets are not met. it said. 

Premier Zhao Ziyang has ruled 
that nearly all firms should be sol- 
ely respon^le for their own profit 
and loss 1^1990. 

Those that “have long suffered 
from mismaoagemeaY’ will have 
to produce different goods, be 
amalgamated, have their ope- 
rations suspended or be shut 
donm, he warned in a q)eedi. 

These are harsh words from tbe 
premier of a government which 
has often scorned what it calls the 
inhur^*<nhy of many employers in 
the capitalist world. 

One inevitable result of ban- 
kruptcies wfll be more workers 
unemplOTed, “waiting for work” 
as it is omdaily called here. 

Offickd figu^, coosklered by 
Western dipfomats to be too low, 
show there were about two million 
people “waiting for woik” in 
China's cities at die end of last 
year. 

China provides oo une- 
mployment benefits but an article 
in foie People's Daily last year 
proposed an uneaq>loyment ins- 
urance system. 

Those out of work are mostly 
supported by their families and 
are encouraged to find emp- 
loyment in lo^ly-run business. 

“Thesituation (of those waiting 
for wdik) is i»t serious due to our 
great.effons to create Jobs." Yao 
said last week. 



Words, not war, mark Arab reaction to U.S. attack

CAIRO — Most Arab oouatries 
are outraged by the U.S. air attack 
oo Libya but appear to have little 
scope or desire for action against 
the United States. 

Arab goveraments and oom- 
mentaiors have concentrated ver- 
bal firepower on foe attacks by 
one of the world’s most power^ 
countries on an Arab state, and on 
the use of force to resolve con- 
flicts. 

But few have qiokea out for- 
cefully in favour of Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi. iriio has-qua- 
rrelled with most Arab leaders 
since he came to power in 1969, 
preaching revolution and Arab 
unity and canyaignhig against the 
region’s conservative states. 

Some, like Egypt, depend on 
Washington for economic and mil- 
itary aid. The Gulf Arab states are 
generally pro-Westem and most 
have close ties with the U.S. 

Arab ofl-pioduceis, at a time of 
sliding crude prices, would find it 
difficult to ride extra economic 
upheaval by taking financial rep- 
risals against the U.S. or Britain, 
fiom which U.S. F-111 warplanes' 
flew to attack tbe Libyan targets. 

“Unified Arab action against 
foe U.S. is unlikely.” said a dip- 
lomat in Amman, noting deep rife 


exist in Arab ranks. 

“Let's be realistic. Qadhafi has 
no Arab ally except Hafez Al 
Assad of Syria," wrote Egyptian 
columnist Moussa Sabri. 

“The other Arab countries col- 
lectively oppose his methods and 
some fl^ his (Qadhafi’s) crimes 
and pander to him just to avoid his 
evil,” Sabri wrote, adding: “The 
Arabs will not fight America." 

Dq}loniats in Damascus believe 
that Syria can do little without 
concerted Arab action, except to 
take tlnuted sanctions like red- 
ucing the number of U.S. embas;^ 
staff in the country. 

It was not clear whether Syria 
would attend an Arab summit cal- 
led for by Qadbafi — though dip- 
lomats in the Gulf said Assad was 
unlikely to object to a meeting. 

Lib 3 r*s ofoer main regional ally, 
non-Arab Iran, is lodced in a bit- 
ter war wkh Ir^, backed by most 
Arab states. 

■ In Tefaran, a revolutiopaiy gua- 
rds spokesman denied a press rep- 
ort that Iran would send troops to 
TVg>oti to back Qadhafi. 

D^lomats said Iran and Syria 
felt ^ only possible response to 
the U.S. was to make political cap- 
ital out of anti-American sen- 
timent aroused by the air raids in 
Muslim and other Third World 
countries. 

“Direct military confrontation 


is out of foe question," said a Teh- 
ran diplomat from an Arab radical 
state. 

There was no sign that Arab sta- 
tes well-disposed to the West were 
in a mood to get tough* 

Morocco, a dose ally of Was- 
hington also tied to Libya by a tre- 
aty of union, offered to mediate 
between them last month. 

Whfle Moroccan pofitical par- 
ties denounced the U.S. raids, 
they stopped short of urging san- 
ctioas or [noposing material bac- 
kmg for Libya. 

But Western diplomats said 
Rabat mi^t join in ^mboUc ret- 
. aliation, such as a limi ted boycott 
of American products, if a con- 
sensus emerg^ among the Arab 
League's 21 members. 

Algeria has been improving its 
relations with the U.S. and. tho- 
ugh a»re radical than Morocco, 
was unlikely to sever ties, the dip- 
lomats added. Like Libya, it has 
demanded an urgent Arab summit 
to discuss the crisis. 

Tr^Ii at first called for a 
meetiug of foe League's joint def- 
ence council, grouping foreign and 
defence ministers, but dropped 
the call — perhaps, according to 
Western diplomats in Tunis, bec- 
ause it feared Arab resolve was 
weak. 

In foe Gul4 there appeared to 
be a general consensus for an urg- 


ent summit. although Kuwait was 
the only Gulf state to announce 
early acceptance of Libya’s call 
liie U .S. raids prompted sttofig 
invective from Saudi Arabut 
Washington's mam Gulf ally. The 
Saudis condemned the attack and 
rejected Washingioo's claim of 
self-defence in response id what 
the U.S. claims to be '‘Ur>'aja- 
spoosored terrorist acts.'' •. 

The United Arab Emirates was 
the cmly Arab state to take mea- 
sures against the U.S. and Britaio. 
calEng off scheduled talks with a 
U.S. oonstructioD team and wifo 
the British governmenL 

Diplomatic sources said Bah- 
rain and Qatar were likely to fel- 
low Riyadh's lead. Oman, a U.S. 
ally, has not commented. 

Egypt. Washington's closest 
Arab ^ly aud an old foe of Qad- 
hafi. deplored the raids but wea^i 
further than expected in pro- 
posing measures to ease foe eff- 
ect of the U.S. strikes. 

The government said h bad off- 
ered to help evacuate fbreigueis 
from Libya and to send first aid for 
the wounded. But Tripoli tumed 
down the offer of mgrfieai help. 

New^^ters said the crisis und- 
erscored foe need for an mt- 
emational conference on ter- 
rorism already proposed by Pre- 
sident Hosiii Mubarak.

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Dassault — French 
aviation giant dies 


PARIS (AP) Maicel Oassanlt, 
who' SDXvived the Biidieiiwald 

cuQoentratiMicasqytoinakeafor- 
tnne haiUmg soBK of the world’s 
most sc^di^tkated warplanes, 
died during the njght at the Amft - 
rican- bo^tal of Paris, hospital 
(trials sra. Friday. Ife wasM. 

The cause of deadi was not 
immediately revealed. 

His piofesbiunal life ^>anoed 
more than 70 years, from dev- 
elop^ wooden ptopelleis for 
ju'mitive planes to selling sGg>- 
essmic Mira^ fi gh ters and exe- 
edtive'jets in ox>re <*»«" 50 cou- 
ntries. 

Dassault, who was oonsideTed 
one erf the richest men in Europe, 
bad been ho^italised for 17 

Chrisdne Mougin, 
for (he aircraft company, con- 
firmed the deadi, but leh^ to 
give further details, indicating that 
tile family would do so later. 

As tile doyen of the National 
Assembly, Dassault was sch- 
eduled to give the opeomg qieedi • 
of (he nniag session April 2, but 
was unable to doso forhealtii rea- 
sons. His spe e d i was r^ by ano- 
ther depnty. 

His personal worth was never 
made pablic, but his interests in 
addition to aeronautics mrJuded 
real estate, construction, fihn stu- 
dios, ptfoliAing, finance, forestry, 
electrical er^meeraig anrf vin- 
yards. 

In 1981, Avions Dassanlt- 
Breguet was listed by Janes as the 
eighth l^est aircraft man- 
ufacturer in the world witii annual 
sales ctf 12A billion francs (S2.S 
bflEcm at the time) and 15,800 
enqiloy^. It esqiorted 70-80 per 
cent of its pmdtiction. 

Dassault was, by all accounts, a 
timid and private person. But be 
was also shrewd. Quick to see the 
commercial advantage of political 
influence, and deqnte his distaste 
for crowds, he fimed himself to 
run for elective office. At his 
death, he was the senior member 
of the Frendi National Assembly. 

Dassault’s gmius, according to 
biogia^ers and associates, was 
his ab&te to see single sotutions 
to ooDqtfex iMoblems. What det- 
ractors took for naivete was really 
a sirai^tforwaixl faith in the rew- 
ards of hard work and common 
sense. 

He appeared to talpp most 
thmgs in stride, Ipduding tiie two 
narif>naH«atinfiK hk aircraft Com- 
panies underwent 45 years apart. 

- He was bom Marcel BlorA on 
Jan.22, 1892.tbeyoungestof four 
sons of Dr. Adolphe Bloch, a 
French -Jew’ and' modesdy suc- 
cessful Paris - jdqrsician. Marcel 
was six ahen Emile Zola's "J 
‘Accuse"' forced France to exa- 
mine its anti-Semitic attitudes, 
and tire’^Dreyfosaffah^ wasofteo 
dte stfoject of dinner-table con- 
versation at the Bloch home. 

But the young Marcel Bloch 
was never attracted to the Jewish 
religion or tradition. After serving 
ei^t months in tiie Buchenwald 


concentmtion camp, he returned 
to France after the Iflseration. 
And, in 1949, Klr^ q£ 

other Ftmith Jews, he had his 
name legally chang^ becoming 
Marcel DassaulL In the 1950s, he 
converted to Roman r*jithntir{«n 

His older brother, Darius, a 
^)ecia!ist in mechani^ warfore 
rose to the rank of general in 
the post-war French army, had 
adopted tiie nom de goerre of 
Cb^assau (Assault tank) when 
he first jomed the resistance in 
Nazi-occupied France. Ffo later 
changed it sin^y to Dassault a^ 
became Darius Bloch- Dassault 
after the war. 

Some detractors instiled that 
Maioel adopted Dasault as his 
name to caA in on bis brother’s 
reputation and to try to erase the 
memory of hk pre-war Bloch 210 
and Bloch 220 planes, which cra- 
shed so often they were known as 
••fl ying coffins.” 

But Pierre Assouline, in hk 
unauthorised but well- 
regaidedl983 btograpfay “Mra- 
sieur Dassault,” yerolated that 
the always forward-looking Oas- 
sauitsinmfy wanted to put the past 
behind Him and ensure hk des- 
cendeots against future pogroms. 

Assouline said tiiat Dassault 
never let the name Bloch be men- 
tioned in hk presence. He gave 
generously to charities, inclik^g 
the Catholic Relief Agenqr, but 
hk oontrfoations never rndied 
those or^kations vriiich might 
remind him of hk past, Assouline 
said. 

But the man who thought only 
of the future had an extraordinary 
past. 

Dassault, who for many Fre- 
nchmen was as familiar a part of 
the national landscape as the Eif- 
fel tower, was only tiiree years 
younger than GustaveEtifel's 
most famous creation. Dassault 
was e^t years old Mien the uni- 
versal mqiosition in Park of 1900 
first exposed him to the wonders 
of technology. 

It was at diat eiqiosition, he 
wrote later, wandermg through 
the halls of marvellous steam eng- 
ines and passing by booths dem- 
onstratag the infant appHcatfons 
of electrici^, that he be^ hk 
life-long afrair with applied sci- 
ence. 

“I was influenced by the life of 
Edkoo, that young newsp^ierboy 
who became a great inventor, a 
great scientist and a great ind- 
ustrialist," he wrote in hk brief 
1970 autobiography '^'Tbe Tal- 
isman.'" 

' By 1910, he saw hk first air- 
plane in fHgH t and was hooked on 
aviation. 

When World War 1 broke out, 
Dassault, amssd with degrees in 
aeronautical design and electrical 
engineering, was assj^ned to an 
aviation regiment in Reims. He 
started by designing in^roved 
propellers for the Spad biplanes. 
By 1917. witii hk partner Henry 
Potez, he was building toe Sea4 



moDoplane. 

Tbe French government was 
impressed and ordered 1,000 
Sea4 fighters. But the armktioe 
wassigned as toe first model rolled 
out of the factory, and only 100 
were ever delive^. 

Dassault married Madeleine 
Hirch-Mmekes in a Jewish rel- 
igious ceremony in 1919andwent 
into the buikUng and oonstniction 
business. The demobilisation had 
dried up toe market for planes. 

But by 1930, convinced along 
wito many otoers that air power 
would be the detennming factor in 
the next war, he team^ up wito 
Potez again and buiJt a successful 
tri-motor mail plane. 

Wito the German military 
build-up of toe 1930s, Dassault 
began turning out a series of fig- 
hter craft, working closely wito toe 
Frendi military and government. 

He already had established a 
pattern of hiring away top rotary 
aviation officers at healthy sal- 
aries, and Avk»s Marcel Blodi 
enjoyed dose — some said inc- 
estuous — contacts wito the peo- 
ple who awarded toe government 
contracts. 

By 1933, be was a maHonaire. 
And by 1938, toe popular front 
goveroment of Socialist Leon 
Blum had nationalised jtkaircraft 
conqiany. Dassault was han- 
dsomely paid, and he also rem- 
ained h^d of the company while 
holding onto hk private aer- 
onautics research and dev- 
elrroment firms. 

lit was a co^ arrangement 
which allowed Da^ult to buy hk 
own designs wito state funds. 

But Desault’s life changed rad- 
ically after toe Naze marched into 
France in 1940. 

During toe German oco^tion, 
there were virulent anti-Semitic 
attacks against Dassault in the 
French press and he was in and out 
ol French jails until March 30, 

1 944, when be was arrested by toe 
Gestapo. 

On Aug. 25, 1944, Dassault 
became inmate No, 39611 at the 
Buclieiiwald ooncentration camp 
in Germany. He was 52 and had 
been m frail health for years. But; 
he suTvhred a bout of d^tiieria 
and nanpwly escaped.a .bansfer tp . , 
toe Ausdrwitz death can^. In. 

1 945 , sidk but alive, he returned to 
Paris. 

By 1946, be was back in bus- 
iness manufacturing successful 
aircrah. In 1952, hk mystere n 
fighter became the first &uopean 
plane to break the sound barrku* in 
level flight. 

Uie &e performance oi Soviet 


MKjs during toe Korean War 
convneed Dassault that toe next 
generation of fighters had to be 
sin^lor, lighter and more man- 
oeuverable. By the late 1950s. 
Dassaulfs Delta-winged Mirage 
m was flying for air forces in Fra- 
nce, Austral^ Switzerland, South 
Africa and Pakistan. 

Israel followed suh in toe early 
1960s, and Israeli Mir&gn shot 
down seven Egyptian MiGs in 
only a few minutes during the 
1967 Aiab-lsraeli war. But that 
war led to a French arms embargo 
against Israel and Dassault looked 
to other markets. 

Hk salesmen, aided by gen- 
erous credit deals from the Frendi 
government, peddled Mirage fig- 
hters and Dassault Super- 
Eteodaid jets to Peru, Brazil, 
Argentina, Colombia. Zaire, 
Morocco, Lfl^. India and others. 

In 1971, he absorbed hk only 
remaming French corrqietitor. 
Breguet. Over the years, he lau- 
nch^ a successful weeldy mag- 
azine, Jours de France, and pro- 
duced a string of popular, fai^y- 
oriented film comedies and rom- 
ances. 

During tile permissive 1970s, 
toe cheerful, fhrffy film titles at the 
Dassault-owned theatre on Paris' 
Chan^-Elysees contrasted sha- 
rply with the sex and violence por- 
trayed on Marquees along toe rest 
of tiie famo us avenue. 

On May 11, 1981, France woke 
iq> wito its first SodaUst gov- 
ernment since Blum. Dasrault 
agam was nationalised, and again 
he seemed to take it wito equ- 
ananity. 

The government alrea^ owned 
20 per cent of hk aviation com- 
pany. Dassault "^ve” tiie gov- 
enment 26 per cent more, worth 
an estimated 18 billion francs 
(S2.2 bOiion at toe time), and tiie 
goveromeot bou^t an additional 
5 per cent to gain majority control . 

Dassault teld on to everything 
else and remained as tedmkal 
advker Cor the aviation firm. No 
effort was made to nationalise hk 
giant electronics firm, whidi be 
had passed on to hk son. Serge. 

Dassault's “gift" to the gov- 
ernment of aviaddn- stock was 
•widely rumoured to have ensured 
that the conservative par- 
liamentarian’s other concerns not 
be nationalised. 

And whfle toe rest of the French 
business community worried 
about the Socialists ascension to 
power, Dassault serenely told one 
mterviewer: “Thfogs aren’t as bad 
«s all that. And besides, I like cha- 
nge." 
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One-way passage in one of the best suites of the 
doomed ocean liner Titanic, which sank in 191 2 
on her maiden voyage, cost $4,350, the equivalent 
of nearly $50,000 in today’s funds.

BANGKOK — Poor Thailand! 
An mdqiendeDt couony whiefa,

The passivi^, poverty and bea- 
uty of the people [rfay^ into the 
h^ds of ttie Americans looking 
for a safe rest and recreation bolt 
hole for its army in ^^tnam. Now, 
much to its diagrin, Thafiand. 
most eqtocially Banglrok, has a 
reputation for salacity. 

Perhaps it k best to face facts 
and get toe subject out of toe way, 
for it would be a biinkered vkitor 
who did not stroll through Pat- 
(^ng, the main sex centre of the 
ciiy (rival neighbourhoods have 
develqied to cope wito the dem- 
and). Its very fame makes it unt- 
hreateoing. Most tourists go to 
goggle, so that Miat k really a mat- 
ter of just three short streets bec- 
omes one vast open air theatre. 

There k no danger and not too 
much badgering; just, for Wes- 
terners, a glin^se of how eve- 
ry tiling k up for sale when poverty 
goes hand-b-hand wito toe abs- 
ence of Protestant oon-ooi^rmist 
conscience. 

I went wito a group of jou- 
rnalists. the maioii^ of them 
women. Gubs offer basically toe 
same show and entrance k (toean 
— around 45 baht (about S 1 .90). 
and for tok you get a beer. For 
mosttourkts, it k more than eno- 
ugh to drink your beer while, cm 
toe bar counter a foot or so away, 
three or four girls, all quite naked, 
go torou^ party tricks with cig- 
arettes, png pong balk, bananas, 
and chop sti^. It has about as 
much appeal as watching an ama- 
teur conjurer and the Ia& of mys- 
tery and sensuality makes it dep- 
ressingly unerotic. There are 
"mass^e” rooms above most bars 
where toe tourist can take toe 
girls. 

The Britito backettes were soon 
after a more meaty story, so on to 
toe next dub where toe beer was 
50 baht but you got a gyioma^ 
show for your jaded imagination. 
There are also bars where the giris 
are selected by numter. 

PaqihoDg is certainly worth a 
demur. It is good natured, garish, 
sbodung more to the mind rather 
than to toe body, a' night out for 
giggly tourists rat^rtoi^ the gat- 
eway to decadency and 
audieiy. Not surprisingly there k 
hardly a Thai in sight. Th^ go to 
toe enormous massage parlours 
which look tike government min- 
istries, located on the vast avenues 
that (fivide up Bangkok. Here you 


can actually get an excellent mas- 
sage for around 200 baht — and 
then the coquettish haggling 
starts. 

Most hotels are unable to stop 
guests returning wito giris, but we 
stay^ at toe Oriental Miicfa sta- 
kes its repntation on its celibacy. 
Like Phtpfaong it k a tourist att- 
raction in its own right. Every few 
years it rebuDds itself but it never 
disturbs toe old stnKture; the 
hotel of Coward and Mau^iam, 
the hotel where Conrad relaxed 
after nav^ting hk coaster up the 
Meoam Qiao Phya, the river that 
do mma tes Thai history. 

Sitting on tiie terrace of the Ori- 
ental U toe best place to start a 
visit to the real Ban^rok, the 
2(K)-year-old city whose att- 
ractions are its temples, its p^le 
and its food. The first realkadon is 
that Bangkok has not yet been 
ruined by modem sk^crapers. 
They are coming quickly but for a 
few more years thk will be a Thai 
ci^, its streets awash wito people 
eating at toe hiindredsof stalls and 
markets, haggling , staring, usually 
smiting, s mall sc^e. 

Tucked away behind the grey 
buildings are toe tenqiles which 
have obviously recent all toe 
surplus wealth of the Tbak for 
centuries. It will perhaps be eno- 
ugh to see toe temples erf toe Gol- 
den Buddha, toe five-aod-a-half 
ton solid gold Buddha dkoovered 
only in 1955 caked in concrete, 
and of toe reclining Buddha, lea- 
ving the remaining 398 in Ban- 
gkok for anotiier time. 

Serious sightseeing should be 
conoen Dated on the Grand Pslace 
built just more than 2(X) years ago 
and a combination <rf Westmnster 
.Abbey and the Tower of London. 
Thk is atoere toe kings lived and 
toe nation worshipped . Walled 
and ooveimg one square mile, it k 
an overwhelming mass of visual 
images — gold leaf and cokMixed 
stones, gilded tiles and Italian 
mosaics, gaudy and osteatatioas, a 
confection made of hundreds and 
thousand. Too rich for Western 
taste, perhaps, but redeemed fay 
the oiWioiis power it has over 
Thak. e^iecklly in the Tenqile of 
toe Emerald Buddha (aciu^ 
made of Jade), the Holy of Holies, 
abere bells tiakle in tiie breeze 
and toe tourist shs tooeless and 
awed, careful not to point feet (the 
ultimate insult) at the TOOcan-high 
figure, which cannot be pb^ 
tograpbed. 

The Grand Palace becomes 
more comprehensible when you 
move away from the vast god 
demons and pagodas (said to con- 
tain relics of the Lord Buddha) 
and into the living acc- 
ommodatioD, built when toe Thai 
kings were much influenced by 
Victorian England; toe solid 
lamp-posts, siqiptied by W.T. 
Allen & Co., erf Upper Thames

Street, still remain in the cou- 
rtyards. 

Bangkok k, geogtaphicaliy, an 
inqiossible diy for the tourist to 
get to gr^ wito so it's best to take 
a “tutuk”, an unsteady but exh- 
Qazatng toiee-wheeled scooter. 
firing the fare wito the driver, 
usually around -40 baht, before 
getting on. Other tranqwrtdtion 
which should be tried k the “dra- 
gon taS" ^>eed boat which shoots 
up and down the river. An early 
momiig trip along the canak to 
Watsai market, half an hour’s 
spray-spbttered journey from the 
centre, k exciting and economic 
(around 160 baht a head). Thk 
marfc-<t B not too tourist-ridden 
and at 730 you can mingle wito 
the lo raif and pick over pin- 
eapples and peppers, cauliflowers 
and camm, every fruit, vegetable, 
and spice yon ever knew and some 
you didn’t. 

Another "must” in Bangkok k 
a boat tr^ iq) river to tiie palace at 
Rang Pa-Bi, an intriguing mixtnre 
of Thai, l8to centuay French and 
Vkrtorian Fn gKdi architectnre. 
with voracious carp in the lakes, 
rose gardens, and a toudmig 
memorial to a royal coQCubme and 
her children wto drowned bec- 
ause servants were not allowed to 
touch such notables. It was ere- 
cted by the Crown Prince pupfi of 
the Rn glWi gpverncss An^ (pla- 
yed by Deborah Kerr), althouj^ 
tire film ‘’The Kn^ and r , like the 
song"One ojgbtin Bangkok," are 
]q Thailand. 


Not far from Bang Pa-in, Thai 
history goes back more than 600 
years at toe mined Ayutthaya, the 
old capital before it was razed by 
toe Burmese in the I8to century. 
The towering pagodas, scorch^ 
and desolate, buflt to receive tire 
ashes of a king, are a useful rem- 
inder of the strangeness and ant- 
iqui^ of the countiy. The nearby 
market and tire tenqile where, 
after offering gerfd 1^, a lotus 
flower and rice you can scatter the 
sticks which tell your fortune, 
have (mly changed over tiie cen- 
turies in the inotiferatian erf wes- 
tern consumer gpods (often made 
in Taiwan and sold ai prices below 
those of Hong Koi^). 

You cannot make the most of 
Banglurfi if you pity toe tourist, 
going on oiganked trfos and eat- 
ing in tire hotels. The place gives 
away tittle; tiie best secrets are 
(fiscovered off tiie main streets 
Much have recently been built in 
an attempt to cope with the traffic 
chaos. The hotels are particularly 
anaemic over Thai fr^ — it k 
invariably watered down for Wes- 
tern palates. So after getting to 
bed early following a quick trip 
into Patphoog. rise at dawn for the 
roller-coaster ride to Watsai mar- 
ket, and a mind-improviug tour of 
toe Grand Palace then take a tuk- 
tuk to Sorndaeng restaurant in 
Rajptasong Centre. I can rec* 
ornmend the steamed serpent 
head and toe inflorescence of ban- 
ana salad — Hnancial Times fea- 
ture. 


The Changing role of the Gulf expatriate 


By Richard Roberts 

FOR millions of eaqretriates who 
have benefited from — and enj- 
oyed — the challenge of working 
in toe Cult a cold wind of change 
has begun to blow. Thk change 
will a£fo:t toeir future role in toe 
region. 

The most risliie target k the 
oonstniction industry, where tire 
oonqiletioD of a large part of nat- 
ional devekromeot programmes 
has released entire workforces 
who are now being repatriated 
because erf reduced activity. Sim- 
ilarly affected are those in sec- 
ondary industries such as catering, 
transport or materials suiqily, 
which dqrend on construction. 

IVvo other forces are also at 
work. First. Gulf Cooperation 
Cbimcil (GCX) governments have 
given priority to education and 
vocational trainmg programmes, 
which axe now be ginning to bear 
friiit. Increasing numbers of qua- 
lified locals are taldng key roles in 
commerce and indusDy. 

A prime exanqile ai tok k the 
recent start-up of Saudi Arabia’s 
AI JubailFetiodieaiical Conqiany 
(Kemya). Usually handled la^ly 
by expatriates, start-ups are ou- 
cral times in toe process industry. 
In Remya’s case, the success ^ 
traning programmes in the kin- 
gdom and in the U3. meant Saudi 
technicians and managers und- 


ertook most of the operation 
themselves. 

&cfa involvement k being enc- 
ouraged by l^klative changes 
emphasising the need to g»h»iist 
toe local m^et before enqrfoymg 
eqiatriate staff. Senior expatriates 
are now ex p ected to provide tra- 
ining as an int^ral part of dieir 
job,aimed attramxnga oatkMial to 
^lace them. Thron^out tire reg- 
ion, on-job-training (QJT) 
furtoerr^uce the scope and need 
for eaqiatr i ates. 

Second, the slide in toe oO mar- 
ket has affected budget forecasts 
and development plans alike. Pra- 
gmatic reapprakak brought 
by dimmirfied revenoes have led 
to many projects being reduced m 
sizB; others have been canoelled, 
with mevitable cuts in staffing. 
These cuts, in a maiket alrea^ 
under pressure, lead weight to the 
Saudi Arabian P lanning Min- 
istry’s recent projection that more 
than 1 mifion e^wrtrlate jobs wfll 
.dkaiqiear by 19M. Many <rf>s- 
ervers a^ree that toe new, lower 
level of business activity k more 
stable and healtoy — but it nv.ane 
real changes for tiie eiqratriates 
who remam. 

E:q»triate$ have been lured to 
.tire Gulf by high tax-free earnings. 
But the fKtors listed above have 
-caused reviewsof salary and fringe 
benefits throughont the public and 
private sectors, pronq>ted by the 


need for more competitive pricnijg 
on jMojects generally. 

rak of up to 50 per cent in ten- 
der prices in only three years have 
been m^e pos^le not only by 
nioie realistic pricing and reduced 
profits, but alro by lower salaries. 
In 1982, third country national 
salaries started at S200-2S0 a 
monto. The same jobs are now 
bemg taken for $80-100 a montii, 
with home leave cut from once a 
year to once every two or three 
years. Many Western eqntiiates 
have report^ salary cuts of 25 per 
cent or more. R»rhangii rate flo- 
ctuations and home country inf- 
lation have farther reduced dif- 
ferentials; omitiact terms have 
fa^ened noticeably — fewer 
posts are offered on acco m pan ie d 
status, and home leave hira been 
reduc^ in frequen^. 

The cumulative effect k that 
many eiqrerienced professionak 
will not now consider working in 
the Gulf. Again and e^in, job 
offers are reported to have b^n 
turned down because of poor pay 
and conditions. In key sUI areas, 
there are now shortages of sui- 
tably qualified staff; unfilled pos- 
itions have become relatively 
common on several big public- 
sector contracts. 

Despite the apparent recession, 
•qrendffig reibains high in real 
teirns. The industrial and inf- 
rastructure projects now starting 


up are the cometstooes of nat- 
ional development ^ans and w3l 
depend, at least in tire tiiort term, 
on skills and expertise xcotyet foBy 
avail^le in Gulf. GbnH 
munkations networks, p rocess 
engineerag — ^arttnlarty hi 
downstream chemcsals — arr tra- 
ffic control, ports ojreraCBni, and 
power station (qreraoaa and nxai- 
Qttnanoe are areas where deotend 
fbr espatriates is siliLS gsowrag. 

Expats have a pSsse 

There k tiien a dear amtiansig. 
role for the eqjatriate. Mudf has 
dbanged: they will not be tire same 
pecqile that were needed hi toe 
1970s; they will have to brmg with 
them new and higher levels of 
expertise , and be able to 
them on tfarou^ OJT and fonoel 
traxung progranunes. In toe short 
term, toey must be prqiaied to 
accept more dfficultand even less 
attractive terms of employnieoL 
But. given toe size and sop- 
histication of toe infrastrocDire 
throughout toe region, there will 
con tinue to be a role for those M» 
have thk special btend of ^ai and 
experjence — MEED

BOSTON (R) — Americao mar- 
atboD runners, also-rans m a ^rt 
they used to dominate, look lUtely 
to sAy in the Aadow of foreign 
competitors in the 90A Boston 
Marathon on Monday. 

Ihe overseas trio of Australian 
Rob De Casteila, the former 
world ouAber one and stfll for- 
midable, Orlando Pizzolato of 
Italy, wamer of tiie last two New 
Yo^ Marathons, and Kunimitsn 
Ito of Japan Aould once more 
leave Americans m the <harfe 

Yet as recendy as 1982, the 
worid’s top 10 marathon times 
belonged to Americans — Alb- 
erto Salazar, Dkk Beardsley and 
Greg Meyer. But last year no 
American was in the top ten. 

The U.S. fall from the tc^ was 
most visibie to a worldwide aud- 
irace in die 1984 Olynqiks. 

The gold went to Carios Lq[)es 
of Protngal, who also holds the 
worid record of two hours, seven 
minutes and 12 seco^, set last 
year in Rotteidam. Irishman John 
Treatw won tile sflver and Charlie 
Spedding of Britain cultured the 
bronze. 

The top U.S. finishe r was Pete 
pfitzinger, in llA place. 

The fastest American last year 
was Phil Coppess, whose time of 
2:10.08 land^ him m Ae 18A 
spot in the world. 

The Mew York Marathon, tiie 
event that brot^t worldwide att- 
ention and big money to mar- 
aAoniog, was won ^am by Piz- 


zolaiD. Steve Jones of Biitaia won 
Ae Marathon, and Bri- 

Ain’s Geoff SmiA has taken Ae 
last two Boston Marathons. 

Meyer in 1983 was Ae last 
American to win here and will try 
to win agabr on Monday. 

He and Pfitzinger, Ken Martin. 
Dave Gordtn and Oimmings 
will be leading ai attenqit to res- 
tore American maraAon success. 

Several es^anatkms are off- 
ered for Ae American decline. 

" When the mon^ started com- 
ing m, the road racing scene here 
became competitive ins- 
tantaneously, like t|e European' 
track drenit," said American Bill 
Rodgeis, 1975 Boston wmner and 
one of (he best-known the eariy 
U.S. numeis. 

In the past few years the Boston 
race came to qraboHre Ae cha- 
oges m marathonlng, largely bec- 
ause of the organisers* refural to 
award caA prizes or ai^reanmoe 
fees to top runners as c^er cities 
were doing. 

Boston became a secondary 
race. But tiiis year for tiie fiist time 
in its histozy, Boston will award 
caAornes. 

“The marathon is a worldwide 
event," said Pfitzinger. "Gra- 
n tries all over the worid are con- 
centrating on it. A fiew years bef- 
ore it was just the U.S., Britain 
and one or two other countries.

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Japan joins U.S. in 
move to lower 


interest rates 


TOKYO (R) — Japan Saturday joined the United 
States in interest rates , marking the second 

time this year the two countries have moved in tan- 
dem on rate cuts. 


The Bank cf Japan said it would 
lower its disoount rate — the rate* 
it cfaaiges mi loans to local ban- 

kmgiostiutjoiis —to 3 S percenL 

from four per cent, effeettve from 
Monday. 

The new rate equals the 
post-^ar low set in ^ril 1979. 

The cut, Japan's third this year, 
follows Fridays announcement by 
the US. Fraeral R^erve of a 
half-point reduction in its disoount 
rate. 

Hnanoe Minister Noboru Tak- 
eshita told a political rally in wes- 
tern Japan that the rate cuts were 
in line with an agreement be rea- 
ched on coordinated action with 
US. Treasury Secretary James 
Baker last week m Washington. 

Analysts said the Bank of Japan 
acted quickly to follow the U.S. 
oiove in order to prevent a furfoer 
rise of the yen, which has surged 
25 per cent against the dollar since 
Se^mber. interest rates 

tend ID push iq> a currency by mak- 
ing it more lucrative to bold. 

The yen*s rapid rise has hit 
Japan's exporters hard by forcing 


them to raise prices and lose sales 
in the U.S. market. 

Smaller firms have complained 
fiiey are on the vcige of collapse 
and have stepped up pressure od 
the government to help them. 

A^ysts said the Federal Res- 
erve wanted Japan to act because 
it feared that a furtber dollar drop 
would push up inflatioo in the 
United States forcing up prices 
of inqxined goods. 

Bank of Japan Governor Sat- 
oshi Sumita eiqiressed the hope 
that die Japanese rate cut would 
help stabiUze foreign exchange 
rates and increase Japanese dem- 
and for goods, thus «irring the 
country’s huge trade surplus. 

He noted that since the bank 
last reduced hs rate in early 
March , tnflatinn has stahilised fur- 
ther. but economic growth has 
oondaued to moderate. 

J«q>an and the United States cut 
rates in tandem on Mardi 7, after 
West Ceimany acted first. This 
time, the move to lower rates has 
been led by France, whidi lowered- 
its key rate earlier this week.
